team. Holding the company in very high regard, there 
was no question of who would design the couple’s 
new kitchen in their renovated and extended home in 
Markethill. ‘Glen is one of those guys who really goes 
the extra mile. His kitchen designs are second to none, 
premium quality and very innovative. Nothing is a 
problem and he’s extremely reliable; he just makes the 
entire process enjoyable and hassle free,’ says Jonny. 

Glassic with a modern overtone is what Jonny 
and Sara had in mind for their kitchen and the 50th 
Anniversary design they admired in the showroom 
matched their description. ‘We wanted to make 
a statement with an industrial vintage table so we 
wanted a really classic handpainted kitchen that 
would be versatile to work with a mix and match 
of styles. We loved this design as soon as we saw it 
and were drawn to the colour scheme and how it 
complemented the stonework on our chimney-breast. 

Glen carefully considered the kitchen footprint 
and its connection to the living area to devise a layout 
that is both highly efficient and visually striking. 
‘The layout works so well. It’s a really easy kitchen 
to cook in, there’s a great amount of storage and 


we’ve kitted it out with premium appliances. Our 
favourite appliances are undoubtedly the steam oven 
and warming drawers. These Miele warming drawers 
also function as slow cookers. They’re so handy, you 
can use one to slow cook meat and the other to warm 
plates. We’re both really busy so it’s great that you can 
come home to warm plates and dinner ready to serve!’ 

Another appliance key to the design is the 
Liebherr fridge and freezer. Although Jonny wanted 
an ice machine, he didn’t want an American style 
fridge freezer. Preferring the look of an integrated 
cooling appliance, he discovered this Liebherr model 
that has a built-in ice machine so he has the best of 
both worlds. 

Clever storage is at the core of this design with tall 
pullout tandem larders fitted to either side of the bank 
of Miele ovens, while Le Mans storage maximises 
otherwise hard to reach corner cabinetry. As well 
as serving as a central feature and breakfast bar, the 
island also accommodates a huge amount of storage 
on all sides so every inch of space has been utilized. 
The curved corners on the island conceal generous 
storage while softening the look of the room - a 
practical finish, especially for this couple who have a 
young child. ‘We didn’t want any sharp edges for this 
very reason so the curved details work well on both 
visual and practical levels.’

At what stage in their renovation 
did Jonny and Sara meet you for an 
initial consultation? They came into 
the showroom in the early stages of 
the extension and renovation. Jonny 
and I have a longstanding working 
relationship through Dalzell's of 
Markethill, who supply kitchen 
appliances, so he was familiar with 
our work, which was a good 
starting point 

What was the brief and how did the 
design evolve? The first time Jonny 
and Sara came into the showroom 
looking for inspiration, they both fell 
for our 50th Anniversary display so 
the design evolved from this.They 
were drawn to the colour scheme, 
the classic yet contemporary design 
features and the curved detailing. 
They have a great sense of style and 
wanted to achieve a quirky look with 
stylish vintage furniture and on-trend 
accessories so this kitchen was the 
ideal fit 

What inspired the cocktail cabinet 
design? This is a great luxury feature 
that forms an important part of the 
overall design. It adds a decadent 
touch and also reflects the trend 
for home entertaining. Jonny and 
Sara’s kitchen layout, open plan to 
the dining and living areas, is such 
a sociable space and they love 
entertaining so it’s a real triumph 
and quite a talking point It features 
recessed shelving and optics with a 
prep, area for mixing drinks or slicing 
limes, then there are deep drawers 
for additional storage

T his listed 19th century former schoolhouse 
had been lying derelict for years when its 
current owners grasped the opportunity to 
breathe new life into it. With a cavernous 
internal space where the old schoolroom used to be, it 
provided the couple with a fabulous starting point for a 
spacious and bright family home. 

Ensuring that they preserve the integrity of the old 
building, they enlisted the skills of architect, Dermot 
Bannon and set about devising a contemporary new 
layout with two-storey extension to the side, joined to 
the original building by a glass atrium and stairwell for 
an office, utility area and bedrooms. 

As you can see from the sociable open plan layout, 
the kitchen in a defining feature in the room, setting 
the tone for this cohesive scheme. It was Dermot 
Bannon Architects who recommended kitchen designer 
Andy Spillane of Savvy Kitchens, who has created a 
contemporary design with linear cabinetry - exactly what 
the couple were looking for. The owners project managed 
the build and, of all the contacts they dealt with during 
the entire process, they found Andy to be the easiest to 
work with, extremely reliable and knowledgeable. One 
of the owners is an interior designer so deciding on styles 
and overall composition proved dilemma-free. 

Knowing they wanted to achieve a simple, 
contemporary look with minimal detail, Andy came 


up with a design for a handleless door in a hardwearing 
spray painted finish. One main priority was for a lower 
ceiling bulkhead to accommodate the built-in extraction 
system for the island induction hob. This structural 
addition mirrors the proportions and shape of the 
island, defining this central feature. While the owners 
were concerned that the kitchen footprint was relatively 
small, its position opening onto the dining and living 
areas gives it a more spacious feeling. Indeed, it’s the high 
ceilings and absence of internal dividing walls that really 
maximises the original fabric of this unique building. 

Given its function as a schoolhouse, the old structure 
didn’t have many internal architectural features. While 
it has beautiful fireplaces and sash windows, there is no 
cornicing or coving, so it actually really suits its plain 
painted finishes and minimal detail in the furnishing and 
fixtures. 

Having gone for a high gloss kitchen with bar 
handles in their previous home, this handleless matt 
finish is an on-trend design that blends almost seamlessly 
into its environment. One of owners’ priorities was that 
the kitchen did not fight with the other living areas. 
Sitting quietly in this casual and inviting space, this 
was the perfect choice. A listed building dating back to 
the 1800s, the interior is quite a contrast to the facade, 
which only enhances the enduring appeal of this unique 
and charming dwelling.

Did your clients have a definite idea 
of what they wanted in terms of style 
and design? My clients have a great 
sense of style and had a very clear 
set of ideas from the outset. They’ve 
completed a major renovation and 
extension project on this house 
so everything was extremely well 
planned and carefully considered.They 
knew they wanted a contemporary 
interior focused on clean lines and 
simplicity of form so they favoured 
a handleless finish to create a pared 
back look 

What challenges needed overcome 
to accommodate the kitchen? 

I came on board early on but didn’t 
encounter any challenges or obstacles 
because the couple had essentially 
created a blank canvas in this open 
plan room. A former schoolhouse, 
the interior has been opened up to 
achieve the spacious layout and an 
extension was added to the side as 
a separate structure joined to the 
original building with a link corridor 
This room is in the original part of the 
house and really maximises the high 
ceilings and large windows 

How was the colour scheme decided 

on? They knew they wanted a grey 
and white colour scheme so it was 
really just a matter of deciding on the 
precise shades, which were selected 
from the Farrow & Ball colour palette. 
The white cabinetry is finished in All 
White and the island is in Railings, 
which gives a strong contrast while 
maintaining a crisp, almost stark look. 
The Jura grey honed marble floor tiles 
inspired the colour scheme

GRAND SCALE 

A restored country retreat has been 
furnished with a charming bespoke kitchen 
truly fitting to its era

T he grand proportions and beautiful architectural details of this 
unique stately home set the bar high for an exquisite interior 
design scheme. This stunning country residence has been 
restored to its former glory, retaining original period features 
and refurbishing with an interior scheme that celebrates its classic style 
with bespoke features. 

Working with interior designer Janice Moore of Moore Interior Design 
Consultants, kitchen designer John O’Connor of O’Connor’s of Drumleck 
designed a timeless scheme for this, the engine-room of the house. A 
spacious room, the kitchen has a separate walk-in larder, adjacent utility 
room, washroom and even an authentic wine cellar so this wing of the 
house has been designed with functionality and high quality craftsmanship 
at its core. 

Restored as a holiday retreat, this historical property has beautiful 
architectural features and charming character so it was essential that the 
kitchen design was sympathetic to its surroundings. Handpainted solid 
wood cabinetry has been selected with a large island as the central feature. 
Traditional joinery techniques have been employed to create custom 
designed furniture with remarkable attention to detail. Butt hinges, 
panelled doors, dovetail drawers and traditional knobs achieve a timeless 
and premium finish. 

Three subtly varying tones from the Colortrend range have been 
selected for the handpainted finish - Overgrown for the main cabinetry 
and T&G paneling. Thistle Gray for the island and low freestanding unit 
and Young Golt for the larder and display shelving. With an emphasis 
on base units and a substantial island taking centre stage, wall units 
have been kept to a minimum with feature open shelving to achieve a 
casual, furnished look. An open slatted base on the end section of the 
island enhances the informal, unfitted style, which creates a homely and 
welcoming ambience. This furnished freestanding look is continued in the 
low, oak topped cabinet positioned in what would have been the original 
chimney-breast. A tall section of cabinetry along the far wall houses an 
integrated fridge freezer flanked by larder storage to either side, keeping all 
food storage conveniently in the one location. Of course, there’s also the 
separate walk-in larder, which accommodates a wealth of storage, ideal for 
when catering for large numbers at holiday times.

What was the brief for this kitchen project? My client wanted 
a bespoke handpainted kitchen in a timeless style that would sit 
seamlessly in its period surroundings.The house is a restored stately 
home in the countryside so it was important that the kitchen was a 
high quality, bespoke design that would stand the test of time and be 
in keeping with the style of the house. This is a holiday retreat where 
my client enjoys entertaining family and friends so the kitchen needed 
to perform as an efficient cooking and preparation space, as well as 
looking visually appealing 

What was the inspiration behind the cabinetry design? Again, the 
style and period of the house set the tone for the cabinetry design. We

Did you design the walk-in larder? Yes, we designed the larder, 
washroom and utility room. As with the kitchen, we worked 
with interior designer Janice Moore on these rooms to achieve a 
harmonious scheme. The walk-in larder is a large area across a large 
hallway from the kitchen so is very much a room in itself We designed 
bespoke open shelving and installed slate countertops to continue the 
theme in the kitchen

The owners of this show-stopping kitchen 
have achieved a scheme that ’s unique and 
bespoke with strong visual impact

T his imposing new build property has dedicated substantial space 
to a magnificent bespoke kitchen with open plan layout and 
vaulted ceiling to ensure a light-filled space for busy family life and 
entertaining. The owners had mulled over various kitchen layouts 
but felt discontent with their options, until they paid a visit to the Canavan 
Interiors showroom. 

Impressed by the displays in the showroom and falling in love with the iQ700 
A Cool range of refrigeration, the couple knew they’d come to the right place. 
Dealing with kitchen designer, Jason Canavan, they had an initial consultation 
where they discussed their key priorities and talked through the practicalities. 
Deciding that they simply had to have the A Cool fridge, freezer and wine cabinet 
trio, the plans for the layout evolved around the appliances and the feature island 
they were keen to make a statement with. 

Some retrospective work was required, namely rewiring and replumbing 
to suit the kitchen layout but once this was in place, the project moved along 
smoothly without any further amendments. The scale of the cabinetry has been 
carefully considered to suit the room dimensions - not too small that it’s lost 
in the space yet not too imposing or overpowering. The owners, while keen to 
have a statement island, were concerned that it may swallow up too much floor 
space so this was given much consideration to ensure it was just right. Adding 
another dimension to the design, Jason has given the island two sections - the 
working side of the island where food prep, is carried out and the casual dining 
side which is dedicated to a solid walnut breakfast bar. Adding interest to these 
contrasting counterparts, Jason has given the breakfast bar a unique levitating 
effect. The walnut has been rebated on top of the granite for a cantilevered finish 
so, while it looks as though it’s floating, it’s actually strongly supported by the 
granite surface beneath. 

A supremely practical kitchen, this is also a decadent scheme with a glamorous 
feel, thanks to the premium appliances, mosaic splashback and ornate lighting. 
Adding to the luxurious feel, the far end of the room has been given the Canavan 
Interiors treatment to ensure a cohesive result. Beside the integrated fireplace, 
open display shelving has been finished in walnut veneer and in the snug, which 
leads off the kitchen, Jason has designed traditional wall panelling upon which 
the TV is hung. Beneath the TV, there’s another beautiful bespoke cabinet, wall- 
mounted and ideal for DVD storage.

Did you come on board to design the kitchen at the early building 
stage? I began planning and designing this kitchen at a later stage 
than usual, which meant that aspects such as plumbing and wiring 
needed to be reconsidered. My clients had been progressing with 
their build and then, when they came into our showroom, wished 
they’d made contact with us sooner We overcame any obstacles and 
worked on achieving a design that exceeded their expectations 

What obstacles needed to be overcome? The owners fell in love 
with the Siemens iQ700 A Cool refrigeration centre. Comprising 
tall fridge freezer and wine cabinet, this is a striking set of appliances 
that needs dedicated space and plumbing.These appliances had to 
be incorporated into the design, which meant relocating elements 
of the kitchen to make the configuration work. Once the layout was 
established, the design evolved very naturally to suit the scale of this 
impressive open plan room 

Describe the most notable design features 

The tall cabinetry housing the coffee machine, steam oven and 
refrigeration centre is a defining feature of the room, as is the 
canopy surrounding the range cooker and also the island. Getting 
the scale right for the island was key; once we had the dimensions 
decided, we played around with designs until we came up with the 
breakfast bar with levitating effect.The solid walnut bar looks as 
though it’s floating but is supported by the granite surface beneath

A lthough already a roomy house, Maria 
and John have added significant space 
to the back, with a beautiful extension 
featuring large windows maximizing 
views of the garden. ‘The house was a reasonable size 
but we’ve always loved open plan layouts. They’re so 
popular and you can see why; being able to cook, eat, 
relax, do homeworks all in one room is just so easy 
and practical, especially in a busy house like ours with 
young children,’ says Maria. 

Having heard of Woodale Designs’ excellent 
reputation, the couple prioritised a visit to the 
showroom when they were in the early planning 
stages. Liaising with kitchen designer and owner Keith 
Fennelly, the couple initially browsed around the 
showroom for inspiration before talking through all 
their key priorities. 

As it happens, Maria and John’s chosen design 
evolved from a showroom display. ‘We were immediately 
attracted to a particular example of Keith’s so this was a 
great starting point. We loved the furnished look of his 
kitchens, their handpainted finish and classic details, 
his signature style is exactly what we’d been looking for.’ 
Turning to the practical side of things, they gave Keith 
a good idea of how they would use the space. Having a 
large family, storage was especially important so Keith 
made great use of one entire wall, fitting it out with 
a combination of clever storage solutions. Comprising 


a dresser with glazed cabinetry and open shelving, a 
single larder, slide and hide storage with recessed pocket 
door system, integrated larder fridge and opening into 
a walk-in larder, this is a totally unique wall that strikes 
the balance between practical storage and stunning 
visual appeal. 

A door leading to the hall is in the centre of this 
bespoke arrangement, which has been designed to 
disguise the entrance as part of the furniture. ‘I’m 
thrilled with the wall; it’s wonderful to have so much 
storage here and the design of the cabinetry really 
enhances and furnishes the room. This is one of the 
many things we loved about Woodale Designs. The 
kitchens are so functional and beautiful looking, which 
was extremely important because it’s the main feature 
in the room. 

The slide and hide cabinet, sandwiched between 
the single larder and integrated fridge is a clever 
design with pocket doors that open and disappear into 
recesses. ‘This is our breakfast press where we keep our 
toaster etc. Keith has finished it with the same Dekton 
surface that surrounds the Aga to give me an additional 
prep space, which is fantastic. He designed the dresser 
with the same white-washed oak finish as the breakfast 
bar and even custom designed our mirrored splashack. 
Rather than leaving it as one pane of glass, he had it 
divided into squares, which adds interest to the finish. 
It’s all these little details that really make it special.’ 
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Ti With ample space for a family dining area, this light-filled room also fits a comfortable L-shaped sofa, making it a perfect multifunctional area for all

What work was carried out to 
accommodate the new kitchen 
layout? Maria and John have extended 
and renovated their home to create 
an open pian room at the back, which 
enjoys views of the garden. Designed 
with iarge windows and a roof iantern 
to draw in pienty of naturai iight, the 
room was to be the main focus of 
the house, where aii the famiiy wouid 
congregate and spend the majority of 
their time. The coupie came to me for 
an initiai consuitation eariy on in their 
extension project so we got working 
on the design and iayout straightaway 

Did Maria and John have set ideas for 
the design? The coupie saw a design 
in the showroom that they iovedjthis 
was the starting point so their bespoke 
design and iayout evoived from there. 
Maria knew she wanted a handpainted 
finish and it was important that 
the kitchen was hardwearing and 
extremeiy practicai - as weii as iooking 
good - to meet the demands of this 
busy, growing famiiy. Storage was high 
on the agenda, as was a iarge feature 
isiand, so i came up with a iayout that 
combined practicai storage with an 
attractive aesthetic 

Were many alterations made to the 
initial plan? The layout was drawn up 
with ease then just a few tweaks final 
design to go ahead with the design. 
Maria and John loved the layout and 
style of the cabinetry and finishes.The 
only amendments made were in the 
wall of tall cabinetry. We played around 
with this design to get the balance just 
right and to make sure the existing 
door leading to the hall blended into

R amona Nicholas and her husband 
Canice’s magnificent oceanfront home 
commands breathtaking views of the 
Atlantic. ‘We’ve been living here for 
about five and a half years but actually purchased 
the site thirteen years ago. It took us a while to get 
planning, given the position of the site, right in front 
of the Atlantic. I was pregnant with our son when the 
house was being built and we moved in when he was 
five months old,’ says Ramona. 

With the house long in the planning, Ramona 
had time to carefully consider all aspects of the design 
and layout. ‘The kitchen was actually the first thing 
we picked! I knew I wanted a kitchen open plan to 
a living and dining area, where you could see the sea 
regardless of whether you were cooking, watching 
TV or dining. I knew this room would be the most 
important part of the house so wanted to get it right 
from the outset.’ 

Having heard great things about Greenhill 
Handmade Kitchens, the couple went along to 
the Ballygawley showroom for a browse. ‘I knew 
Greenhill had a good reputation and the showroom 
is quite close to where I’m originally from so it only 
made sense to call in. I fell in love straight away with 
this gorgeous island in one of the display kitchens 
and didn’t look at anything else after that. Once we 
met kitchen designer, Peter Leonard and he went 
through everything in such detail, we knew we were 
in good hands. The service was second to none and 
Peter gave us great advice regarding other areas of the 
house as well as the kitchen.’ 

Evolving from the island design in the showroom, 
the kitchen is solid wood with oak and handpainted 
finishes giving contrast. The central island is a 
fabulous focal point with raised breakfast bar for 
casual dining on one side and, prep, sink, granite 
surfaces and dishwasher on the other. Featuring 
glass fronted display cabinets on either end, these 
are perfect for storing and displaying stemware and, 
facing the living and dining area, they’re a great way 
of bringing the rooms together. ‘We get so much use 
from the island. It holds so much and we often eat 
here or just read at the breakfast bar. It’s the centre of 
the house really. The larder is another of my favourite 
elements; it literally holds all our food in one place, 
which is great. The kitchen is such a multifunctional 
design, while being extremely user friendly, which 
was so important to me. We really wanted a home 
that was lived in and that would make our lives easier 
and not just look pretty, and with the kitchen literally 
as the central feature, sandwiched between the dining 
and living rooms, this layout couldn’t be more ideal 
for entertaining.

Did Ramona and Canice have a definite 
vision for their new kitchen? They came 
into the showroom during the very early 
building stages of their home and were 
initially looking for inspiration. They had 
a fairly good idea of what they wanted 
in terms of a general overall look for the 
room. They were building their house 
to include a large open plan room to 
accommodate the kitchen along with 
dining and living areas so they wanted 
their kitchen to look great as a furnished 
scheme, connecting with the other 
spaces, as well as a working efficiently as a 
functional room 

What was the starting point for 
the design? On her first visit to the 
showroom, Ramona fell in love with one 
of the islands on display so this formed 
the foundation of the design. The island in 
Ramona and Canice’s kitchen is strongly 
based on the showroom design and the 
rest of the kitchen design evolved from 
this central feature. Ramona loved the 
combination of handpainted and oak 
finishes on the island and was drawn to its 
two-tier design with raised breakfast bar 
creating separation between casual dining 
and prep, space 

Were any structural amendments 
required to maximise the design? 

Ramona and Canice brought their 
architect’s plans, which gave me the 
opportunity to suggest a minor alteration. 
We made a slight change to the 
positioning of the windows along the 
main sink wall to optimise the design. 

This alteration provided more space 
for the larder and also meant we could 
positioning the sink between the two 
windows rather than beneath one, which 
continues the symmetrical look

ith a new build project as their long- 
term plan, Shane and Aine spent 
years considering the style and design 
of their house so, when it came to the 
interior finishes, the kitchen was one of their key 
priorities. ‘We spent about four years planning our 
build and after living in an apartment with a really 
poor kitchen, we really wanted to get the kitchen 
right. We did a lot of research, taking inspiration 
from magazines and online so, by the time we met 
with our kitchen designer, we had a really good idea 
of what we wanted to achieve,’ says Shane. 

The couple shopped around a few showrooms 
before discovering Garrett Dillon Crafted Kitchens 
& Furniture. ‘Garrett’s proposed layout was 
different, which impressed us. He really listened 
to what we wanted to achieve and came up with 
ideas for layout and finishes that inspired us. All the 
other designers we met had suggested positioning 
the cooker between the two windows but Garrett 
looked at the layout from a different perspective 
and really maximised the dimensions we’d allocated 
to the kitchen.’ Knowing they wanted a painted 
finish, Shane and Aine loved the idea of a mix 
and match look with a colour contrast for the 
island. ‘We took inspiration from other kitchens 
in magazines and were drawn to informal schemes. 



We wanted the kitchen to be the hub of the house, 
the place where everyone would congregate. It was 
important that the room would have a timeless feel 
and we just loved the idea of a handpainted finish 
that would gain character with age.’ 

Choosing a combination of Farrow & Ball 
Pointing for the main cabinetry and Hague Blue as 
a contrast on the island, the couple also have a tall 
mahogany cabinet as an unusual addition to their 
relaxed and eclectic scheme. ‘The mahogany piece 
was Garrett’s idea; we wouldn’t have considered this 
without his input but it adds depth and contrast 
and enhances the mix and match look we were 
going for. To tie the scheme together, Garrett 
finished all the internals in a mahogany stain, 
which is a striking contrast to the handpainted 
facade. It’s all these details that make our kitchen 
so special. Garrett’s cabinetmaking skills take this 
design to another level; it’s his attention to detail 
with the internals, combination of door styles and 
design details that really gives the design an edge.’ 

Rather than going for one door design for 
continuity, Garrett suggested a mix of cabinetry 
styles. This absence of uniformity gives the room its 
relaxed vibe; an effortless and elegant scheme, this 
kitchen will just keep getting better with age, each 
knock or scratch only adding character.

Did Shane and Aine give you a 
definitive brief? Yes, my clients had 
a very specific idea of what they 
wanted in terms of style and finishes. 
They came to the showroom with 
pictures of a Chalon kitchen that 
they really liked so this gave me a 
clear vision of what they wanted 
to achieve. They loved the mix and 
match look of combining different 
wood tones and paint finishes and 
wanted a casual kitchen that would 
be both functional and conducive to 
entertaining 

What was the most challenging 
aspect of this design? Fitting 
everything into the kitchen footprint 
was a challenge so I ensured that the 
layout maximised all available space. 
This kitchen sits within an open plan 
space and, although the room is 
spacious in its entirety, the kitchen 
footprint isn’t huge. Shane and Aine 
carefully considered this - they 
didn’t want it too small or too large, 
preferring an intimate space that 
could spill into their living area while 
entertaining yet function everyday as 
an accessible and efficient space 

What are the defining features? 

The combination of materials, colours 
and finish gives this room its unique 
lookThe blue island and mahogany 
freestanding piece of furniture bring 
contrast to the white cabinetry 
and the mahogany stained internals 
continue the theme. A combination 
of door styles enhances the slightly 
random feel, with bifold doors, drawers 
and contoured cabinets keeping the

/ ith its clean lines and simplicity of form, this interior is the 
/ / embodiment of pared back cool. Pushing the boundaries of kitchen 

^ design, this scheme is far from the conventional layout, which is 

f y exactly what the owners wanted to achieve. Aficionados of the ‘less 
is more’ concept, this couple knew what they wanted in terms of aesthetics for 
their renovated and extended home. 

The house has recently undergone a complete transformation, which 
has remodeled the interior layout to create a spacious open plan room to 
accommodate both kitchen and living spaces. The extension is a long and quite 
narrow footprint with kitchen and living area connected via a few steps, which 
subtly zones the spaces. It was important to the owners that the interior had a 
fluid and harmonious ambience. 

Having admired the work of Interior 360, the couple visited the showroom 
where they had an initial consultation with kitchen designer and owner, Philip 
Millar. Philip’s contemporary designs with minimal external detailing and 
handleless doors instantly appealed to the couple, who came armed with their 
architect’s plans, which gave Philip a clear vision of the space he had to work with. 
Together they discussed the various options and, given a mutual appreciation of 
streamlined style and linear design, the kitchen plans evolved very naturally. 

Rather than having conventional wall cabinetry or even a main run of work 
surfaces along one wall, the kitchen comprises one section of tall furniture and a 
feature island with cantilevered breakfast bar. Strikingly simple, it’s the absence 
of detailing that’s inspiring. The sole work surface is on the island; this is the 
prep, and cook space, fitted with a sink, instant boiling water tap and gas hob 
with ceiling mounted extraction system. The chunky 80mm solid ash breakfast 
bar looks as though it’s balancing on the slimline 1 0mm ceramic work surface, 
creating a juxtaposition of light and dark, slim and substantial. 

The island is the central focus of the space while the tall cabinetry has been 
designed to blend effortlessly along the wall to resemble furniture rather than 
kitchen storage. Concealed behind the handleless facade, this wall houses an 
integrated fridge and freezer along with larder storage. Additional storage has been 
incorporated into the back of the island so, although seamless and streamlined, 
this design has been cleverly designed as an ultimately practical kitchen. A ceiling 
bulkhead has been designed to mirror the dimensions of the island. This lowers 
the ceiling to maximise the efficiency of the built-in ceiling extraction. Wanting 
to maintain the clean unbroken lines of the room, the owners chose the flush- 
fitted extractor rather than a ceiling suspended hood. Other finishes such as the 
polished concrete flooring continues the theme of pared back chic.

Did you plan the kitchen design in the early building stages? 

My clients first made contact in the very early stages of their 
renovation and extension project, which gave us great freedom 
with the design, as we essentially had a carte blanche to work with. 
They presented me with their architect’s drawings, which afforded 
me the opportunity to make a few minor adjustments to maximise 
the layout 


Were you faced with any restrictions or design challenges? The 

only slight limitation was the width of the room. The extension is 
quite long and narrow but I worked with this, designing cabinetry 
to include an island that was in proportion to the room. It actually 
worked to our advantage because it gave us the opportunity to 
emphasise the linear design that my clients wanted 


Did your clients have a concise brief? My clients wanted a 
contemporary German kitchen and were very keen to create a 
scheme with clean lines and minimal detail. Because the kitchen is 
part of an open plan space with steps down into a living area, they 
wanted the kitchen to blend with the rest of the room rather than 
stand out as a conventional kitchen. As a result, they wanted to 
steer clear of wall cabinets and wanted the main run of storage to 
run along one wall with an island and breakfast bar in the centre

kitchen, which was to be the central focus of their home. ‘We 
had the house built in a classic style to complement the older houses in the 
area but we wanted to go a bit more quirky with our living space,’ says Paula. 
‘The living room, kitchen and dining area runs from the front to the back of 
the house so we spend most of our time here. It’s a really practical everyday 
family area so we wanted to come up with a style that was functional but also 
reflective of our personal style.’ 

A barn style door the couple admired online was a starting point for the 
room design. ‘I saw this sliding barn door and thought something similar 
would look great in our open plan layout. When we were in Spain, we spotted 
a shop in Marbella that made these doors from scaffolding planks and we just

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had to have them. We ordered them and had them finished in a grey 
wash to complement the distressed, weathered finishes I love. When it 
came to choosing a style for her new kitchen, Paula bought countless 
interiors magazines for inspiration. This is where I found Rhatigan & 
Hick. Every kitchen I saw by them appealed to me; I just love their style 
and felt that we were on the same wavelength. A visit to their showroom 
confirmed this - everywhere I looked, I spotted design details that I just 
had to incorporate into our room.’ 

Dealing with designer and co-owner, Ed Rhatigan, Paula and 
Chad made initial enquiries at the early building stages of their new 
home. ‘From our first visit, we knew we’d come to the right place. Ed 
has great taste and totally got what we wanted to achieve. As well as 
giving us lots of ideas for the kitchen design, the showroom was a great 
source of inspiration for the entire room. The rough sawn horizontal 


wood paneling along one wall of our kitchen was an idea taken from a 
display in the showroom and the contrasting finishes on the cabinetry 
were also taken from Rhatigan & Hick display designs. Even the little 
chopping boards in the island were a design detail I admired on one of 
the showroom displays. We loved their style - it was just completely us.’ 

While Paula is the first to admit that the combination of wall 
paneling, handpainted and distressed paint effects on the cabinetry was 
a daring choice, she and Chad couldn’t be more thrilled with the results. 
‘It was brave going for two styles of cabinetry but we’re delighted with 
how it’s turned out. We had total faith in Ed the entire time and I 
can honestly say that the kitchen was the most enjoyable project of the 
entire house. Ed was so chilled and easy to work with. He totally got 
the look we loved which made the entire process effortless and dilemma 
free. There’s nothing I don’t adore about our kitchen.’

What was Paula and Chad’s brief? 

Paula and Chad came to the 
showroom with a fairly good idea 
of what they wanted. They were 
familiar with our designs and chose 
us because our signature look 
totally reflected what they wanted 
to achieve in their new build. Paula 
admired one of the Loft kitchen 
designs in the showroom and 
wanted to recreate something very 
similar so this was an excellent 
starting point 

Did you need to make any structural 
alterations to accommodate the 
design? No, because the house was 
a new build project, the interior gave 
us a blank canvas to work with. It was 
a matter of taking our Loft kitchen as 
inspiration and recreating this look 
to suit the proportions and layout in 
Paula and Chad’s open plan room. 

The sliding barn doors give the room 
a natural divide, where you can zone 
off the living room so the kitchen sits 
perfectly in the centre between the 
living and dining areas 

What are the most notable design 
features? The distressed painted 
finish contrasted with the traditional 
handpainted finish is unusual and the 
wall of rough sawn wood paneling 
is a defining feature, which connects 
the kitchen to the dining area. The 
bespoke canopy and door handles 
enhance the bespoke finish and the 
contrasting teak and oak details in the 
island add interest to the scheme.The 
teak chopping boards and oak drawers, 
while adding texture to the Farrow & 
Ball Railings handpainted finish, are also 
extremely usable features

m lare and Malcolm had been living in their idyllic thatched 

H cottage for a number of years before deciding the time was right 

^ i to upgrade their kitchen and make the most of their interior 

layout. ‘We made do with the Shaker style kitchen we inherited 
with the house and painted it to brighten it up. The layout left a lot to be 
desired so we decided it was about time we made some changes,’ says Clare. 

Speaking to numerous kitchen designers around the country, Clare was 
delighted when she discovered, as she describes, ‘a genius under our nose!’ 
After trawling showrooms, Clare visited local company, Richard Burke Design 
and didn’t look back. ‘Richard was by far the best. He pushed the boundaries 
with the design and put so much thought and consideration into our new 
kitchen. He listened to what I wanted to achieve and made it happen, working 
with the existing Stanley stove and making it a feature within the room.’ 

A classic handpainted kitchen with curved features is what Clare and 
Malcolm decided on. ‘I did at one stage briefly toy with the idea of something 
more contemporary but it just wouldn’t have worked in this house. I flgured, 
if we’re going traditional, let’s embrace it and go for contoured cabinets and 
decorative details to continue the character of the cottage.’ Richard came up 
with a winning design that Clare and Malcolm fell in love with. Handpainted 
cabinetry with contoured edges, contrasting walnut detail, a T&G panelled 
island and a decorative panelled surround framing the Stanley stove, this 
bespoke scheme is full of character and demonstrates Richard’s versatile 
cabinetmaking skills. 

‘Richard advised us every step of the way and as a result, we couldn’t be 
happier with our new kitchen. I had this notion of having crystal handles on 
the cabinets but Richard gently steered me away. I was adamant, to the point 
where he ordered them to let me see what they’d look like on our doors and 
he was right, they looked too fussy. I originally wanted a larger rectangular 
island but Richard suggested this slightly smaller scale version with curved 
edges, which is much softer and unimposing in the room.’ 

It’s unusual to have two stoves in a kitchen but the Stanley was inherited 
and serves as the heating system for the cottage. When it came to choosing 
her main cooking appliance, Clare fell in love with the luxury French brand. 
La Cornue. ‘The summer house we rent in Kenmare each year has a La 
Cornue range and I just loved it so much that I really wanted one of my own. 
They are an expensive option but are so worth it - it’s a dream to cook on and 
looks beautiful. Richard designed a French style canopy with chunky corbels 
which really sets it off’ The copper detail on the range cooker is perfectly 
complemented by Clare’s beautiful collection of copper pots. 
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‘MY DAD OWNED THE COMPANY, CASTLE 
BRAND THAT USED TO MAKE THE 
COOKWARE FOR AGA COOKERS. THESE 
COPPER POTS HAVE BEEN IN OUR FAMILY

What was the inspiration behind this design? Clare and Malcolm’s 
thatched cottage inspired this classic scheme. The couple previously had 
a Shaker style kitchen, which had an inefficient layout so they wanted to 
update and upgrade with a design more fitting to the style of their home. 
They wanted curved furniture to be a defining feature in the room and 
were keen to have a handpainted finish with decorative details 

Did you encounter any challenges or design restrictions? The old Stanley 
central heating stove was being retained so I needed to embrace this as 
a feature and make it work with the new layout. I was slightly limited with 
this wall but I made this area into a decorative feature, panelling around 
the Stanley to create an attractive overmantel to disguise the low chimney. 
Adding a walnut ledge with substantial corbels provides the perfect place 
for Clare to display her collection of copper pots 

What are the most notable design details? The curved cabinetry is 
an attractive element, which softens the scheme and gives the room a 
sense of flow. The S-shaped corner cabinet on the wall to the right of 
the La Cornue range cooker is a unique decorative feature. Continuing 
the contoured theme, I designed a contoured cabinet with curved glass 
as a display area for stemware to the right of the Stanley stove. A bow- 
fronted wine rack with walnut internals features beneath the plate rack 
in the dresser style storage area and I’ve also included a wide drawer 
with routered beech internal for holding specific utensils. There are a lot 
of bespoke decorative features packed into this relatively compact room. 
Clare wanted the wow factor and I hope I’ve created this for her!

T his period terrace in Sandymount has undergone quite a 
transformation since Emily and Gerard took ownership in 
May last year. In little over ten months, the house has been 
given a new lease of life, thanks to a substantial renovation 
including a spacious kitchen with dining area. ‘I love everything to 
do with interiors and finding an old house to renovate was my dream 
scenario! When we bought the house, it had been converted into bedsits, 
the high ceilings had been lowered and windows were boarded up. It was 
in a sorry state but we relished the idea of breathing new life into it and 
making it our forever home,’ says Emily. 

Living in a property belonging to Gerard’s parents while the 
renovation was underway gave the couple the opportunity to strip the 
house right back. ‘Only two walls were retained on their end terrace, the 
front and the one adjoining our neighbours. The roof had to come off, 
internal walls were demolished; the only thing we could retain inside was 
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the original staircase. It’s a new house with the original facade, which 
worked out really well because it gave us the opportunity to design it 
just how we wanted it.’ 

Keeping the front of the house in a traditional layout as it one 
would’ve been, the couple replaced an old extension with a stunning new 
space at the back to accommodate a kitchen with dining area leading to 
a TV room through a pocket door system. ‘I took the planning of our 
kitchen incredibly seriously. I was so focused, making lists, researching 
online and trawling magazines and books. I chose Noel Dempsey after 
admiring their projects on websites and in magazines. We dealt with 
designer, Conor Kelly who I cannot praise highly enough. He listened 
to what we wanted and truly understood what we wanted to achieve. 
There was never any pressure and the entire process was nothing but 
enjoyable. We were given a breakdown of options from the outset and 
we had instant trust which was very important to me.’ 


Discussing everything with Conor, Emily had a precise set of 
priorities, which gave the design a solid starting point. We wanted 
a timeless design sympathetic to the period of the house, it had to be 
something special, we couldn’t be more thrilled with it! Conor put so 
much into the design, working with the space and really making the 
most of what we had to work with. Where other kitchen designers 
suggested closing up the little window in the corner, Conor appreciated 
this as a feature and worked with it.’ 

The handpainted finish gives this design its luxurious appeal. 
Details such as the high profile cornicing right to the ceiling, which 
has been continued around the room to add a sense of grandeur to the 
scheme. Similarly, the paneling on the side of the fridge freezer has been 
designed to complement the paneling around the sash windows in the 
front of the house. ‘The attention to detail is amazing; it really feels as 
though our kitchen is part of the architecture of the house.

Did Emily have a good vision of what 
she wanted for her new kitchen? 

Yes, the kitchen was long in the 
planning as Emily and Gerard had 
gutted and totally renovated and 
extended their house, so Emily had 
gone to great lengths to research 
styles and options before coming in 
for the initial consultation. She knew 
she wanted a solid wood handpainted 
kitchen that would age well. This is 
their forever home so they really 
put a lot of thought into what they 
wanted for the long-term 

Were there any challenges along the 
way? The positioning of the boiler 
was a protagonist in the design but 
we ended up concealing it in the wall 
cabinet to the left of the hob.The 
kitchen has a lot of built-in storage 
so we could afford to dedicate this 
cupboard. The boiler was originally 
going to be further left at the doon 
which leads to the garden but we 
repositioned this to leave adequate 
space for the double larder 

What are the most notable design 
details? The bespoke cabinetry has 
been designed to meet the ceiling 
for a fully fitted, premium finish. High 
profile cornicing finishes completes 
the look, enhancing the feeling of 
height and space. The ceilings are 
2.6m, higher than the standard 2.4m, 
so the extra tall cabinetry eliminates 
any small, unnecessary dust-gathering 
gaps. After the cabinetry was fitted, 
the coving was completed in the rest 
of the room, which ties the theme 
together! making the kitchen look as 
though it’s part of the architecture of 
the room

A charming 1 8 th century stone farmhouse 
overlooking a canal, Deirdre and Niall’s 
home in Straffan is nothing short of 
idyllic. With its thick walls, sash windows 
and beautiful setting, it’s a wonderful canvas against 
which to show their beautiful bespoke new kitchen. 

We’ve been living here for twelve years and recently 
got around to replacing the kitchen with a gorgeous 
design by Ferghal O’Reilly of Shalford Interiors. Being 
a very old house, we had a small existing kitchen and 
wonky walls to deal with! We added an extension to the 
back of the house just off the kitchen for a dining area 
so, while the new kitchen is in the same footprint as 
before, the room is much more spacious and bright in its 
new open plan surroundings,’ says Deirdre. 

It’s hard to believe that the kitchen footprint was 
at one stage a stable block. ‘There are two parts to the 
house, the old house with original features and the new 
part which is the converted stables with dining area 
extension. With the new kitchen, we wanted to merge 
these two parts to achieve a sense of continuity’ The 
old kitchen was very dark so the couple’s main priority 
was to breathe light into the space with a bright and 
airy scheme. 

Wanting to employ a local kitchen designer, Deirdre 
and Niall shopped around and, after a visit to Shalford 
Interiors, knew they’d found the right person for their 


project. ‘We warmed to Ferghal straightaway; I’d 
admired his work in magazines and then, when I saw 
his showroom, I was sold! Fie is such a skilled designer; 
he worked with us and took time to find out exactly 
what we wanted to achieve. Ferghal’s designs were 
then translated in the workshop by his team of skilled 
craftsmen. The head cabinetmaker, Colin Kelly was 
tremendous. He and Ferghal worked so well together to 
take our design from concept to completion.’ 

When the structural work was underway with the 
extension, the kitchen walls were studded and plastered 
to create bespoke recesses for the kitchen cabinetry. 
With both sides of the kitchen literally built into the 
walls, the kitchen has become part of the fabric of the 
house. The original door into the kitchen was closed up 
to create more wall space and has been replaced with the 
integrated fridge, which forms part of an essential run 
of cabinetry with the Aga as its central feature. On the 
far side of the room, where there had been a single door 
leading to the living room, glazed double doors now 
connect the spaces. Glass-fronted display cabinetry has 
been recessed to either side of these doors providing the 
perfect place for displaying stemware and accessories. 
We couldn’t be more thrilled with our new kitchen - 
Ferghal has done a really amazing job. I love the bronze 
handles, the joinery details and the versatility of the 
island, the list goes on!’

The recessed cabinetry is an unusual 
design for this classic style of kitchen. What 
inspired this? Deirdre and Niall wanted 
something unusual yet classic in design for 
their new kitchen. The house is extremely 
old, dating back to the 1 8 th century so the 
walls in the previous kitchen were anything 
but level! When the extension was added, 
the walls were being replastered so, while 
this level of work was being undertaken, 

I thought we’d stud the walls to create a 
recess for the cabinetry on both sides of the 
room. The idea was that the room literally 
become part of the house 

How did you incorporate existing features 
into the new design? Deirdre was keen to 
keep her Aga, which was no problem. The 
range cooker really suits the new scheme 
and is a strong feature in the centre of the 
wall. I designed cabinetry to frame this and 
achieved symmetry by flanking the cooker 
with wall mounted ovens on one side and an 
integrated fridge on the other I introduced 
glass boxes above the Aga to reflect light, 
to complement the windows and continue 
the theme of the display cabinets opposite. 
The other feature Deirdre reused from her 
previous kitchen was the gold Perrin & Rowe 
taps, which are unusual and work well with 
the colour scheme 

The bronze handles are an unusual 
alterative to chrome - what influenced 
this choice? Deirdre and Niall were open 
to suggestions, which meant we could 
explore lots of options in terms of colours, 
materials and finishes.The bronze handles 
have a warmer finish than chrome and they 
complement the gold taps to give the room 
a rich, timeless feel. The bronze sits very well 
with the Pavilion Gray and Strong White 
handpainted finishes, adding a decorative feel 
to this classic design

/ hen Geraldine and her husband Colm 
k / bought their home in Delgany, it was 

^ little more than a shell, which they 

▼ ▼ welcomed with open arms. ‘Wed been 

looking for a house in this area for quite a while and 
anything that came up required significant work, so we 
couldn’t believe our luck when we spotted this. It had 
been built about nine or ten years ago but had been 
left as a shell. 

Having previously lived in an old Georgian house, 
a relatively new build represented quite a change for 
the couple. ‘It’s lovely and warm! After years of living 
in an old house, I really appreciate the insulation 
and modern features. Even though the layout is 
open plan, it’s extremely practical and easy to heat.’ 
The internal layout is an unusual shape with curved 
walls forming the shape of the kitchen and a flat roof 
with separate section of vaulted ceiling adding height 
and architectural contrast. ‘All the windows and the 
paneling on the vaulted ceiling were pine so these have 
been painted white to complement the new scheme.’ 

When it came to sourcing her new kitchen, 
Geraldine spent a lot of time researching terms of style 
and design. ‘I visited a few showrooms but a friend, who 
is an interior designer, had dealt with the team at Andrew 
Ryan and couldn’t recommend them highly enough. We 
dealt with designer, Philip Ivanoff, who simply couldn’t 
have been better. He had great ideas and worked with us 
to achieve everything and more than we hoped.’ 

Geraldine knew she wanted a painted kitchen and 
was keen to keep the room as light and airy as possible. 


‘I love the curved shape of the room and the different 
ceiling angles but the large structural pillar had posed 
a problem, until I met with Philip, who had solutions 
to all our issues. I knew I wanted an Aga as my main 
cooking appliance but anyone else I had consulted with 
had suggested positioning this along the curved wall 
between the two windows and effectively behind the 
pillar, which went against the idea of it being a focal 
point. As soon as Philip came on site, he suggested that 
we close a window on the other side of the room to 
create wall space for the Aga, freeing up the curved wall, 
and Philip had the pillar clad in wood to complement 
the style and look of the kitchen cabinetry.’ 

Ghoosing a traditional door style for her kitchen, 
Geraldine has gone for a French Grey painted finish. 
Rather than considering wall storage, she preferred the 
look and functionality of drawer storage so the kitchen 
storage takes the form of deep undercounter cabinetry, 
which is supplemented by the double pantry, one of 
Geraldine’s favourite features. ‘The pantry is fantastic. 
This is one of the many advantages of going with 
Andrew Ryan; they make all their own cabinetry so they 
can design any size, depth or dimension. Philip designed 
this bespoke larder to follow the line of the room so 
it literally uses all available space to maximise storage. 
It was also his idea to include the shelving, which is 
perfect for my cookery books and it’s fitted with internal 
lighting, spice racks and internal features designed 
specifically to suit my storage needs.’ To the other side of 
the room, an integrated fridge freezer stands close to the 
dining area, serving both the kitchen and dining area. 
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‘THE DINING TABLE AND CHAIRS FROM MY OLD HOUSE 
WERE PDIE SO I PAINTED THESE TO MATCH THE KITCHEN 
AND HAVE REUSED AN OLD CHANDELIER, WHICH ADDS

Did the clients have a specific brief? 

They were concerned about light and 
space and wanted to optimize both 
so the room had to be as bright and 
airy as possible. The kitchen needed 
to be functional with plenty of 
storage while also looking great in its 
open plan surroundings. 

Were there any changes to the 
original brief? The clients wanted to 
have an Aga range cooker positioned 
between the two windows where 
the wall clock now is, but this didn’t 
sit comfortably with Philip.The range 
cooker is a focal point in the room 
and the structural support beam 
would’ve really obstructed its view so 
hel suggested moving it to the right 
hand wall. There was a window here 
so Philip proposed that this be closed 
up on the inside to provide wall 
space for the Aga 

What are the most unusual design 
features? The curved shape of the 
room with section of cathedral ceiling 
is unusual in itself so the kitchen 
design follows the form of the room. 
All our designs are bespoke and 
we make all our own doors so this 
gave us total freedom with every 
aspect of the design. We worked 
with the curved sections of wall to 
create bespoke cabinetry to follow 
this contour. To enhance the light 
and spacious feel, we focused the 
cabinetry at below counter level, 
freeing up wall space and tall section 
of ceiling to maintain the bright 
and airy ambience. To complement 
the storage, Philip incorporated a 
bespoke double pantry, which follows 
the natural curve of the room

H aving long admired the Neptune range of kitchens in 
magazines, the owners of this classic Henley design didn’t 
get to see the brand in reality until they visited Neptune 
concept store, Browsers in Limerick. With an extensive 
display of Neptune kitchens. Browsers showcases the entire Neptune 
range, which includes furniture, lighting, sofas and accessories, allowing 
the couple to appreciate its signature look and visualise how this could 
translate to the existing scheme in their own home. 

Adding an extension to the rear of their period property some ten years 
ago, the owners felt it was time to give the room an overhaul with a bespoke 
new scheme to really do their interior justice. With three stunning arched 
windows as the defining feature of the room, enhanced by a vaulted roof 
lantern, it was important that the new kitchen become part of the fabric of 
the house so a timeless design that would age well was key. Having admired 
the Neptune brand, the couple felt that one of these classic and elegant 
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designs would be the ideal fit. Timeless and effortless and yet with all 
the convenience of modern features, easy access drawer systems and 
bespoke storage, the Henley design was the obvious choice. It was 
actually the island from the Henley display in the Browsers showroom 
that first drew the couples attention. Dealing with designer. Tiffany 
Jones, they discussed all their priorities and outlined what they 
wanted to incorporate into the space.

Did your clients have a clear idea of 
what they wanted to achieve? They 
loved the Neptune kitchen range, having 
admired it for some time in magazines. 
Their period home has traditional 
decor and antique pieces so the kitchen 
had to be sympathetic to this existing 
design. Although the kitchen footprint is 
an extension, it too is classic in style and 
they wanted to retain plenty of space 
around the arched windows, which lead 
to the garden, yet also allow room for 
a dining area.They wanted to keep the 
room as open and airy as possible 

What are the defining features of 
this design? The bespoke curved 
freestanding cabinet, canopy framing 
the cooking area and the solid white 
American oak finish are all very 
striking features that sit effortlessly in 
the room. Enhancing the traditional 
element, the Silestone work surfaces 
are continued with upstands with 
curved sections highlighting the sink 
and cooking areas. The internals of the 
larder are totally adjustable 

Did you encounter any challenges? 

My clients initially liked the idea of 
having an island as well as dining area 
and fell for the Henley island as soon 
as they saw it in the showroom. We 
went through several design options 
before landing on this but it became 
apparent early on that an island wasn’t 
a practical option. It was key to have 
adequate space around the feature 
windows so trying to include an island 
and dining table would have been too 
imposing. My clients were happy that 
this final design maintained the open 
and airy feel they wanted - an island 
just wouldn’t have allowed the same 
circulation of space

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Y our work surface, or combination of surfaces, will quite 
literally top off your kitchen scheme so making the right 
decision on material, colour and finish is arguably as 
important as deciding on the right cabinetry. There are a 
range of options available across a broad price range. 


Composite: These are the go-to materials for high performance 
worktops. Not only are they a practical and durable choice, they come 
in a vast range of colours and have a consistent appearance. There are 
two main types: solid surface and quartz composite. 


Solid Surface: Comprising man-made solid acrylic or polyster-based 
materials, these create sleek worktops, with possibilities for extra large 
joint-free designs. Their acryclic/polyester content means that they 
can be thermoformed into almost any shape, a versatile option for 
extending your worktop or adding a breakfast bar. Perfect for achieving 
the popular seamless integrated sink and worktop run, solid surface 
worktops such as Corian offer the advantages of seamless joints, 
durability and reparability, with no internal joints to compromise the 
structural integrity of the worktop. Because of their composition, they 
tend not to be as hardwearing and are less heat and scratch resistant 
than quartz composite and granite. However they are still durable, as 
well as strain-resistant, hygienic and easy to care for. Solid surfaces can 
be readily repaired, unlike their quartz counterparts. 


Quartz Composite: One of the most attractive of all minerals, quartz 
offers a pristine finish of clarity and radiance. Quartz is also one of the 
most varied minerals, occurring in different types, colours and forms to 


offer a worktop that is truly unique. As well as its aesthetic appeal, the 
technological properties of quartz also make it an ideal material for use 
in worktops.

Dekton: Dekton is a sophisticated blend of the raw materials used to 
produce the very latest in glass and porcelain as well as the highest 
quality quartz surfaces. Dekton uses exclusive Sinterized Particle 
Technology, a high tech process which represents an accelerated 
version of the metamorphic change that natural stone undergoes when 
subjected to high temperatures and pressure over thousands of years. 
This evolution represents a technological leap, generating a new process 
and a revolutionary material. It’s this ultra compaction process that 
gives Dekton its unique zero porosity. 

Marble: A classically beautiful material, marble is one of the most 
expensive and luxurious options. It’s not just the cost that deters some 
people from using it in their kitchen - it’s also more porous than granite 
and because it is calcite-based, reacts with acidic substances so lemon 
juice or alcohol is likely to stain. If the stone is properly sealed, there 
will be resistance, but it is never going to be a low maintenance choice. 
Rather than see this as high maintenance though, many people embrace 
marks and inconsistencies as this can add to its unique character and 
natural beauty.

Islands can be given contrast with painted features mixed with wood shelving or bookcases. 

Feature Islands-. You may want to dare to be different and go for something dark and dramatic. A great 
way of doing this without swallowing up a room is to be bold with your central island. Keep surrounding 
furniture in a lighter shade and really go for it with an intense paint finish on your central prepping area or 
breakfast bar.

A lthough visual appeal is most likely 
the first thing to grab you, look 
beyond the facade and find out the 
various functions of the latest models 
before you make a decision. Checking out models 
in showrooms is a good way to get a feel for the 
products available. Ask for a run-through of the 
various features and ask plenty of questions. A 
good designer will, not only design your kitchen 
but be able to offer guidance when it comes to 
choosing appropriate appliances to suit your new 
scheme. Of course, you’ll need to have a think 
about whether you’d prefer an integrated or 
freestanding model. This decision may affect the 
kitchen layout. 

FREESTANDING V BUILT-IN? 

Freestanding models are more versatile and they 
can be placed anywhere in your kitchen and you 
can move them to another room/space or take them 
with you when you move. If you’re looking for a 
statement piece, a freestanding American-style, 
side-by-side model makes the perfect choice. Built- 
in models suit those who want a sleek, uncluttered 
finish in a modern kitchen design. Hidden behind 
cabinet doors, your fridge and freezer will be 
inconspicuous and create a neater finish, which is 
important in an open-plan kitchen scheme. 

WFiAT SHOULD WE BE LOOKING FOR? 
Focus on energy ratings, running costs, the length 
of warranty and the product specification. If 
you follow this formula, while accounting for 
your preferred style and space requirements, 
you will end up with a fridge freezer to suit your 
needs. Features that preserve the life of food are 
becoming much more widely understood and 
are becoming more of a priority on the buying 
agenda. Golour is further a very important 
factor when selecting a fridge as it is becoming 
increasingly popular to colour match or make a 
stand-out feature of your appliance. 

Ghecklist: think before you buy 
Dimensions: Admiring the latest models in 
spacious showrooms can be deceiving so make 
sure you have a good idea of the space you have to 
play with before you go shopping. Decide whether 
you have enough floor space for a model with ice 
and water facility. Are the internal doorframes in 
your house wide enough to allow a fridge freezer 
through for delivery? And don’t forget, you need to 
allow space surrounding the appliance for adequate 
ventilation and plumbing in, if required. 

Energy efficiency: Gheck the energy rating before 
you make that all-important purchase. Ideally 
choose a model rated A to A+++. Appliances with 
high energy ratings will function more efficiently 
and will cost less to run. 

Sound level: Most modern fridge freezers run 
relatively quietly but if you’re on the lookout for 
a particularly quiet appliance, ask for the decibel 
rating. For example, a decibel rating of 35dB 
would be classed as low, ideal for open plan spaces 
where you spend time relaxing as well as cooking.

For something more imaginative & characterfui than mass-produced interior stapies, check out 
industry on Dubiin's Drury Street. We chat to the creative energy behind this thriving independent 
store, interior designer & buyer Vanessa Macinnes

What was your inspiration behind launching Industry? 
I’d been working as an interior designer for a number of 
years before opening Industry so my passion has always 
been interiors related. I found it extremely difficult to 
source the products I was specifying for clients here in 
Dublin and very often had to source outside of Ireland. 
There was such a gap in the market for interesting and 
unusual products that I started looking into opening the 
store. It all happened very quickly and 4 months later I 
was standing behind a counter! We’ve come a long way 
since opening in Temple Bar almost 5 years ago; my 
brother and business partner Marcus joined the company 
2 years ago and we’ve since expanded and moved to our 
larger, more central Drury Street store. 

Where do you source your products from? Do you find 
yourself constantly looking for unusual designs even when 
youre not working? All the time! Sourcing new products 
is a passion to me, not just a job. Everywhere I go I’m 
subconsciously looking for new products, whether it’s 
coming across fabrics while walking to meet a supplier 
in Paris or finding a ceramics factory while on holiday in 
Italy! Our idea is to bring the best products from all over 
the world into one place. We source furniture, lighting, 
homeware and lifestyle products from England, Japan, 
the States, Denmark and everywhere in between! 

Are there any countries or cities that especially inspire 
you design-wise? Yeah absolutely, I think you can 
find inspiration in most major cities in the world but 
I especially love London, Paris and Brooklyn. I visit 
London regularly and always come back brimming with 
inspiration. Everywhere you look, you see creativity, 
from the architecture right down to the individual stores, 
everywhere you look there is something to be taken in! 
I also love Brooklyn and try to get over that way once 
a year. I really think it’s a great hub of design and has 
amazing craft influences; the makers are so talented. 

As well as sourcing unique and quirky home & lifestyle 
products, do you also provide an interior design service 
to create room schemes for clients? At the moment 
we don’t. We do work with restaurants and on other 
commercial projects for fit outs and makeovers but not 
residential homes at the moment. That being said, most 
of our staff are designers and can offer advise on how 
any of the products in the shop would fit into your own 
home. Even take some photos and bring them with you 
if you’re unsure of a colour or size of an item! 

Describe your own interior in 3 words 
I’ll have to give you 4! Eclectic, reclaimed, industrial and 
warm. Eclectic because it’s full of interesting objects my 
husband and I have collected over the years. Reclaimed 
because we’ve used salvaged materials as much as possible 
in the renovation, from the old Belfast sink in the 


kitchen to our reclaimed 1930’s skinny floorboards that 
were rescued from an old school. Industrial style can be 
seen particularly in the extension, which has a concrete 
kitchen floor, warehouse style windows and factory style 
pendant lamps. Last but not least, it’s warm - I have a 
thing for blankets, rugs and cushions, I think they really 
make a house a home! 

Do you design as well as source furniture & accessories? 
We’re starting work on our own collection of in-house 
designed products, which is very exciting and hope to 
launch a small collection of homewares in the autumn! 

What's your most memorable purchase? An industrial 
metal storage unit that my husband and I bought by 
chance on a buying trip in Belgium. We were on our 
way to a furniture fair, about a 2 hour drive from where 
we’d being staying. John was driving and I was meant to 
be navigating (instead I thought it was a good chance to 
catch up on some sleep as we’d left our hotel at bam!) He 
subsequently took a wrong turn while trying to watch 
the road and read the map and we ended up diverting 
through a small town. I woke up just as we passed the 
local supermarket that had a small market in its carpark. 
Out of the corner of my eye, through all the nic nacs, 
I spotted a large brown metal storage unit and shouted 
to John to pull over! After 20 mins negotiating with the 
local man, he finally agreed to sell it (it was for sale but 
when it came to it, he was unsure whether or not he 
wanted to part with it!) We had it stripped and polished 
when we got home and it’s one of my favourite pieces! 

As well as industrial style pieces, you also sell a fab range 
of vintage and new designs. What's most in demand with 
customers at the minute? We sell a range of furniture, 
lighting, homeware and also some lifestyle products, 
such as our leather satchel bags and skincare range. We 
started out in our first store in Temple Bar selling mainly 
industrial pieces with some homeware but we’ve been 
expanding the range in our new store to include a wider 
cross-section of styles, including some Scandinavian 
inspired pieces, amongst others. Industrial style pieces, 
(although not the only style we do) are versatile as they 
sit well in both new and period homes; metal pieces in 
particular work really well alongside modern pieces as 
well as antiques. 

Give us some insider advice on how to achieve a unique 
yet ‘pulled-together' room scheme. If you’re not 100% 
confident in the look you’re trying to achieve, don’t go 
too crazy on colour. Use more neutral tones on floors and 
walls and add colour with removables (ie. cushions, rugs, 
accessories, blankets etc..) That way you can play around 
with the look you’re going for and replace items if you get 
sick of the bright yellow you were in love with last week! 
Another good way of achieving a unique look is adding 


in a couple of vintage pieces or at least pieces which are 
made with reclaimed materials; say a coffee table and side 
tables in the living room and a reclaimed table in your 
kitchen, perhaps with unusual bar stool at an island or 
breakfast bar. Vintage pieces and reclaimed woods always 
help ground a room and tie everything together (just 
make sure you have at least 2-3 pieces of a similar style in 
one room to create a cohesive look). 

What's next in the pipeline for Industry? We are moving 
into food! Yes, we are bringing great daytime food to the 
store with the opening of our deli at the end of April/ 
early May. Watch this space for more info!

THE PERFECT SOFA

F f After your bed, the sofa is

it just right. Like Goldilocks, it mustn’t be too soft 
but it mustn’t be too hard; it mustn’t be too big and 
it mustn’t be too small. Choosing the right sofa is an 
intensely personal business. To help with your sofa 
buying, we’ve put together a few tips: 

Get the style right: Do you want a high back that 
will support your head as well as your shoulders, or do 
you prefer the look of a low back. If you do go for a 
low back, you will compromise on comfort unless it is 
against a wall and you can use extra cushions behind 
your head. You don’t need to stick to one look - a 
modern sofa looks great in a traditional room, and 
vice versa. 


Get the comfort right: If the 
cushions are too soft, unless you 
plump them up regularly they’ll 
always look messy.

Take measurements and go 
home and make a template out of newspaper and lay 
it out on the floor. You’ll see at a glance how the sofa 
will fit in your room. 

Get the colour right: You have to live with your 
sofa for years to come. Injecting colour through 
cushions can be a safer choice than buying a brighter 


coloured sofa that you may tire of 
Get the fabric right: Think 
about the nature of the room. 
If the sofa is going in a smart 
sitting room, you can afford 
to have something pale 
or delicate. If it’s for your 
living room, it is going to 
get a lot of punishment and 
a pattern in a harder wearing 
fabric can cover a multitude of 
ills. 

Get the price right. Buy the best sofa 
you can afford, it will pay you back in comfort, ease 
and hours of happiness. A better quality sofa will last 
a lifetime and can be re-covered over and over again, 
and still stand the test of time. Be like Goldilocks and 
get it just right!

It’s amazing what you can do with simple 
ingredients. In her book, Deliciously Ella, 
food blogger Ella Woodward shares her 
food journey and shows how easy it can be 
to eat healthily without denying yourself 
of fabulous flavours. Banishing the myth 
that healthy eating is boring, Ella proves it’s 
quite the opposite. Imagine eating the most 
delicious and fulfllling food with the most 
rich and satisfying flavours, content in the 
knowledge that everything you’re putting 
into your body is completely healthy, whole 
and natural. Sounds too good to be true, 

I know, but read Deliciously Ella and you 
will understand. The moment I read that 
the author was a self-confessed sugar addict, 

I became more intrigued. This book is not 
all about salads and grains, there are recipes 
for everything from chocolate brownies, 
carrot cake and banana ice cream to chilli, 
curry and stuffed mushrooms. There are lots 
of fabulous energy-bursting salad-inspired 
recipes too that are every bit as inspiring, 
due to their unusual combination of flavours 
and textures. Eood that tastes good enough 
to be cheat food’, there’s no better reason to 
embrace this natural and pure way of eating. 

‘As I have discovered there are ways 
of making all your favourite foods healthy 
and delicious - hello brownies, pizza and 
ice cream - it’s just a question of learning 
how, and I’m going to share all the tricks 
I’ve learnt with you here. I also want to 
emphasise that I’m not a chef. I’m a cook and 
everything comes from experiments in my 
own kitchen, which I hope will make it seem 
even more accessible to you,’ comments Ella. 
‘The other thing I want to stress is that the 
Deliciously Ella lifestyle is about counting 
goodness not calories. We’re not focusing on 

dieting and deprivation here Instead I’m 

hoping that this book might help change the 
mindset in the way that it did for me, so that 
we can all celebrate amazing food and feel 
incredible about ourselves at the same time.’

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Stuffed Chestnut 
Mushrooms 

I've tried stuffed Portobello mushrooms so 
many times, but they always throw up the 
same issue - way too much water! Every 
time you bake them, they ooze so much 
water that the stuffing gets filtered down 
and it's good, but it's not amazing. So I tried 
using chestnut mushrooms one day and it 
instantly solved all my problems, they hold 
together perfectly to they look beautiful 
and taste so much better. My favourite 
thing about this dish though is the way that 
the sun-dried tomato and pine nut stuffing 
melts into the mushrooms as they bake, 
it's divine. 

Serves 4 

1 2 chestnut mushrooms 

1 mug sun-dried tomatoes (180g) 
big handful offresh basil 

% mug pine nuts (lOOg) 

2 tablespoons tahini 
juice of 1 lime 

salt and pepper 

Preheat the oven to 200°C (fan 1 SOT). 

Remove the stalks of the mushrooms and 
place the mushrooms on a baking tray. 

Cut up the sun-dried tomatoes and basil, 
then mix them with the pine nuts, tahini, 
limejuice, salt and pepper. 

Stuff the mix into the mushrooms, 
sprinkling any leftover mix around the 
mushrooms on the tray to bake. 

Place the mushrooms in the oven 
and bake for 1 5-20 minutes, until the 
mushrooms are soft and delicious. 


Top Tip 

Try using the sun-dried tomato mix as a 
pasta sauce instead of in the mushrooms - 
it's so delicious! 
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Black & Kidney Bean Chilli 


This is one of the simplest and most 
nourishing recipes in the book. 

It only takes 1 0 minutes to put 
together and it's wonderfully filling 
and comforting. It's one of my go-to 
meals all winter. It's a great dish to 
make if you're feeding lots of people 
too as it's no more complicated to 
make for twelve than it is for two. It 
requires almost no chopping, so you 
won't be in the kitchen for hours! 

Serves 4 

2 carrots, grated 

2 cloves of garlic, peeled and crushed 

600g passata 

50g tomato puree 

2x400g tins black beans 

lx400g tin red kidney beans 

1 jalapeno pepper, deseeded and 

finely chopped 

1 teaspoon chilli flakes 

brown rice, to serve 

salt and pepper 


Place the carrot and garlic into a large 
saucepan. 

Add the passata, tomato puree, both 
the beans, jalapeno pepper and the 
chilli flakes to the saucepan along 
with some salt and pepper, to taste. 

Cook the chilli for about 10 minutes, 
stirring it well, until it's lovely and 
warm and everything's nicely mixed 
together. 

Pour the chilli over brown rice and 
enjoy. 

Top Tip 

Make extra batches of this and freeze 
them as it makes a delicious, filling 
meal when you don't have time to 
prepare anything. 
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These brownies were my first ever blog 
post and my first successful attempt at 
creating sweet, delicious, healthy desserts 
- so I absolutely had to include them in 
the book! I'm still obsessed with them 3 
years on too, as they're just so gooey and 
rich, and I have to admit that I normally 
eat at least half of the mix straight out of 
the food processor! They're simpler and 
quicker to make than the sweet potato 
brownies, as they only require three 
ingredients, which is great. 

Makes 1 0-1 5 brownies 

1 mug pecans (140g) 

2 mugs Medjool dates (400g), pitted 

3 tablespoons raw cacao powder 
Optional: 2 tablespoons maple syrup 

Simply pulse the pecans in a food 
processor until they form a crumbly 
mixture, then add the dates, cacao and 
maple syrup, if using, and blend again. 

Once the mixture is very sticky, take it our 
of the food processor and put it into a 
baking tray. 

Freeze the brownies for an hour to let 
them set and then store them in the 
fridge. 

Top Tip 

If you don't have any pecans, then 
almonds work really well too, and if you're 
allergic to nuts, then use sunflower seeds 
instead. The sweetener is totally optional in 
this recipe and if you'd rather use honey or 
agave instead of maple syrup, then that's 
great too.

The owners of this property took the opportunity to build a fabulous 
contemporary dwelling on the one-acre site of their previous home, where 
theyd lived for decades. Bringing the outside in, the interior opens onto 
a courtyard style exterior, ideal for private al fresco dining. Indeed it’s 
this cohesion between the facade and the interior scheme that is most 
remarkable. Just as the iroko framing has been carried through to 9 metres 
of iroko panelling in the open plan kitchen, the exterior stonework been 
continued to become the chimney-breast and focal point of the living area.
